tlon affects every citizen and the latter would 
. place most of the people on the federal pay- 



roll. 

"The plan for purchase and arte of all 
foods by government ^ngenclca leaves no 
doubt that- high government officials 
cr the rank and rile of citizens no lonBcP 

■ capable of running business ,slncc the col- 
lection of brain power in Washington is 
practically completed. This program would 
be necessary to Institute the cereal diet pro- 
posed. Under silch an arrangement farmer:, 
would have but one purchaser with the price 
Eet and the speclllcatlona outlined and tack- 
ed to their barn doors periodically by gov- 

. cmment agents, 

'.'In order tomfool everyone, farmers would 
be paid higher prices, the consunier would 
be charged less, and both would be taxed to 
make up the deficit Including ftit salaries for 
the parasites riding arojmd directing the big 
fihow. This would give the government com- 
plete controll of all the livestock markets. 

■ the packing plant.^, grain exchanges, terminal 
warehouses^ canning and proccs.iing plants, 

^ and of course the entire dlstrlbullnf^ eystem 
0' the nation, When, the government con- 
trols the food of the nation, then the people 
have lost every vestige of freedom. 
■ "The raising and lowering. oLvaluatlon on 
meat and canned goods stamps and the re- 
cent reduction of gasoline stamp value In the 
middle west coupled with an Inercase In the 
cast bespeaks the testing of public reaction 
to mild regimentation. Tempted by Uie ap- 
parent complacency on the part of the public 
regarding regulation, government officials 
have Inadvertently created a public problem 
at which farmers, labor-»«iid business— In 
fact, the entire public— have cause to unite 
for the preservation of demoeratlc prin- 
ciples. 

"Congress has the power to forestall such 
un-American 'theories and certainly after the 
visits of congressmen to their respective dls-
